The 8-51 today began to give u 
her dead. With a sea so — 
that lifting operations by cranes 
had to be abandoned, divers suc- 
ceeded in forming their way into 
the hull of the submarine sent 
crashing to the ocean bottom off 
Block Island by the Savannah liner 
City of Rome, last Friday night. 

The first body removed was that 
of John L. Gibson, an engineman, 
first class, of Portland Or. 
recovered in the battery room. A 
little later a second body was 
raised to the surface. It was that 
of William Charles Teschemacher, 
first-class seaman of Bangor, Pa., 
whose 19-year-old twin brother, 
Frederick, was supposed to have 
been the helmsman. Both bodies 
were in good condition. They 
have been sent to Newport, where 
twenty coffins have been ordered 
shipped from the naval hospital in 
Chelsea, Mass. 
Another effort to raise the sub- 
marine is to be made with two 
ships tomorrow morning. according 
to a message sent to the Navy De- 

ment tonight by Rear Admiral 
Tisty, in charge of the rescue 
work. He added that the last 
diver to enter the hulk of*the 8-51 
today was unable to locate any 
more bodies.

DOCKET HEAVY 


Indications for Term Point 
to Mere Congestion 


— — 


Effort Made to Check Filing 
of Trivial Cases 


Nation’s Supreme Tribunal 
to Recgnvene Monday 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 39.—With 
a docket even more congested than 
a year ago, the United States Ju- 
preme ‘will recorfvene next 
Monday for the fall term. Much 
of the time of ite justices during 
the vacation period beginning June 
8, last, has been taken in the study 
of pending cases. 
Indications are that the 
court reassembles its docket will 
show approximately 800 cases list- 
ed for argument and disposition. 
Present listing slightly exceeds 750. 
Probabilities are that with addition- 
al filings on and before reconven- 
ing day the court will start off neat 
Monday with a docket topheavy 
by more than 100 cases as com- 
pared with the docket of October, 
last year. > 
TRIVIAD CASES 
The highest tribunal is seeking 
in various ways to stop the filing 
of comparatively trivial cases and 
to have such cases end with the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. During 
the past terme R refused, for in- 
stance, writ of certiorari in doz- 
ens of liquor cases. The dockets 
of most of the lower courts are al- 
ready clogged with liquor-law 
cases. It all convictions were ap- 
pealed to the highest court and 
heard by it the supreme tribunal 
would have time for little else. The 
court does not automatically reject 
a writ for review of a liquor case, 
but unless the issue presepted is an 
important one it turns rather a 
deaf Sar to the convicted bootleg- 
ger who has run the gauntiet of 
the lower courts and whose con- 
viction has been upheld. 


WINTER OF HARD WORK 
During the past term the gu- 
preme Court disposed of 761 cases, 
but this did not appreach a clear- 
ance of its docket. Altogether, 53% 
Cases were “carried over to the 
October term of this year.” And 
during the summer, up to the pres- 
ent, 219 cases have been docketed. 
This means a winter of hard work 
for the court. 

Of the 761 cases disposed of last 
term 411 were on merit, after hear- 
ing. The remaining 260 were “yes 
or no” ruling on writs of certiorari. 
The majority of the writs applied 
for were denled because the court 
held they were based on technical 
points or did not involve questions 
of Federal jurisdiction.

FEDERAL TRADE 


POLICY CHANGES 


(EXCLOSIVE 
NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—-Govern- | 


dergoing a significant change, ac: | 
cording to a report by the National 
Industrial Conference Board, New 


York, on the regulation of compet- 
itive practices. 


Big business no longer is consid- 
ered bad just because it is large, 
the conference board finds in trac- 
ing the evolution of Federal policy 
toward the consolidation move- 
ment. On the contrary, in the 
view of the board recent adminis- 


trative and judicial policy reflects 
a growing tendency to recognize 
that the larger corporations are as 
a rule among the most honestly | 
and fairly conducted business con- 
cerns. Only comparatively few ot 
the corporations cited for viola- | 
tions of the law, it is pointed out, 
have been firms such as are popu- 
larly known as trusts, most of the 
orders of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to cease and desist from 
predatory practices having been is- 
sued against obscure concerns of 
slight importance in their respect- 
ive lines of trade. 

Governmental regulation of busi- 
ness, however, no matter how 
wisely conceived or how efficiently 
administered, while perhaps neces- 
|} sary for a small section of the busi- 
| ness world, can never do as well 
as business can do for itself, is the 
general conclusion of the confer- 
lence board's comprehensive analy- 
sis of the ten years’ experience un- 
der the Clayton and Federal Trade 
| Commission acts. Of much greater 
| significance and importance to the 
economic life of the nation, in the 
‘light of the conference board's 
| study, is the regulation of business 
from within. 

This, the report declares, is not 
to deprecate the accomplishment of 
government regulation or the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission's record, 
but to emphasize that “the real 
basis for hope of the preservation 
of the competitive mem of busi- 
ness enterprise lies in its own 
power of self-regulation.” 

While the trade commission has 
been of value in relieving the con- 
gestion of the courts, and its ac- 
tivities are effective in many cases 


to the courts is.impractical, in the 
view of the conference board, much 
is also being accomplished in a pos- 
itive way by the growing actiyity 
of voluntary business associations in 
purging industry and trade of un- 
desirable tactics. While govérn- 
ment regulation ts useful and ef- 
| fective, in a negative way, says the 
1 report, the initiative of 
trade bodies in ridding commerce 
jane industry of unfair practices is 
more significant of e trans- 
formation now going on from cut- 
| throat warfare for profits toward a 
more chivalrous cocmpetition.”

The giamours of setting, cos- 
tumes and mise-en-scene were out- 
standing in the entire production, 
and alluringly proved that the 
dazzling investiture fom grand 
opera available and can be 
created here. The chorus, which 
has been trained under the direc- 
tion of William Tyroler, main- 
tained a superior high standard of 
excellence in ite work, both vo- 
cally and in stage deportment. 

“Aida” is an exacting work in 
its larger scenes, and never has 
there been such fine massing of 
people upon the operatic stage 
here as in the big Thebes scene. 
Very adroit stage management was 
here disclosed, and even the 
| trumpeters and the brass band 
which are invariably and generally 
amusingly a part of this episode, 
were genuinely in the stage picture 
for once. 

The ballet of Ernest Belcher 
added much to the spectacle with 
the color harmony of their cos- 
tumes, as well as the spontaneity 
of thelr dance. It is indeed a satis- 
faction to know that such re- 
sources as these can be com- 
manded for grand opera, and most 
attractive of all was the newness 
and freshness which hung about 
all the embellishments of the per- 
formance. In the production of 
“Aida” this, in truth, marked the 
enterprise, which has demanded 
such a large aggregate of effort, as 
coming truly into its own. 

An ‘additional word of praise 
goes to Rimini, who has also been 
mentioned for his performance as 
Amonasro.

Two Men Shoot Woman and 
Selves in Brawls 


Fourth Victim May Die from 
Bullet Wounds 


One Spectaculgr Encounter 
Occurs on Street 


Homicidal frenzies into which 
two Los Angeles men worked them- 
selves yesterday because of 
thwarted love ended in a pair of 
bullet barrages that claimed three 
lives and left another problemat- 
ical. Two men and one women 
are dead. Another woman is dy- 
ing. Ventura Carrion, 38 years of 
age, of 810 Bernal avenue, shot 
and killed Mrs. Concha Valencia of 
1426 Lawrence street, and then 
took his own life to prevent arrest. 

James Phillips, who had been 
rooming lately at 124 South Flow- 
er street, shot and probably mor- 
tally wounded Mrs. Bertha H. 


Schauer at 137 West Twenty-sev~ 


enth street, and then turned the 
weapon on himself with fatal re- 
sults. 

SHOT ON STREET 


Police investigations of both 


cases resulted in the filing of re- 
ports that both Carrion and Phil- 


lips demanded attentions from the 
women which neither would be- 
stow. 

Carrion chose a spectacular 
method of siaying Mra. Valencia. 
The latter was the wife of Tony 
Valencia. Carrion had been at- 
tempting to persuade her to leave 
her husband for several weeks, ac- 
cording to information gleaned by 
police. Yesterday, as Mrs. Valencia 
was en route to her place of em- 
ployment. Carrion met her at First 
and Vignes streets. 

The two were in the midst of a 
heated argument as William 
Campbell o 4196 8-4 Whittier 
Boulevard rounded the corner in 
an automobile. Campbell heard 
a shot. Mrs. Valencia staggered 
and started to run across the 
street. Carrion, according to 
Campbell, fired half a dozen shots 
after her as she ran. Two of them 
took effect. As Mrs. Valencia 
crumbled in the street, Campbell 
shouted for help and started after 
Carrion. The latter hastily shoved 
another cartridge into his weap- 
on and killed himself before he 
could be captured. 

Mrs. Schauer, shot by Phillips, 
had been living in an apartment 
on West Twenty-seventh street and 
had told the landlord that she en- 
pected to rejoin her husband 
1. at Fort William, O., police 
said. 

Neighbors sald they heard Mrs. 
Schauer exclaim yesterday after- 
noon: 

“Oh, he’s coming back.” 

Sounds of an argument followed. 
Then shots. 

As the aeighborhood went into 
an uproar and call were sent to 
University lice, Phillips appar- 
entty reloaded his revolver and 
shot himself. He died on the way 
to the receiving Hospital. Surgeons 
there declared Mrs. Schauer had 
little chance to recover.
